MORRISON’S COMMITT 
MINORITY REPORT. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Feb. 10.—Representa- 
tives Hurlburt, Townsend, Danford, Crapo, and 
Joyce have made their minority report in the 
Louisiana investigation, concluding as follows: 
For the first time in the history of this country 
it has been attempted to destroy a lawful and 
formal expression of a State in the election of a 
President by assuming power in the House 
of Representatives to examine into any 
and all polls, and to purge the election; to 
make itself a Returning Board, and determine 
by a partisan vote what Louisiana ought to have 
done. Weregard it as the most fatal attack 
ever attempted upon constitutional right, as 
a gross usurpation of power, as subjecting in 
its natural development the entire question .of 
the election of President to the will or decision 
of the House of Representatives. What has 
been attempted by this Democratic House in 
Louisiana may be done on the same principle 
by some other dominant party in any other 
State whose vote may be in the way of their 
party candidate. The ery of fraud is quickly 
raised, and is readily repeated, and far too 
easily believed. Evidence is always ready to 
support that or any other charge if great po- 
litical advantage is to be gained. The only way 


to preserve the just balance of power is to 


stand by and support the formal, deliberate, and 
lawful decisions of the tribunal constitated 
for the purpose, and ordained under the Constt- 
tution by the highest State authority; by laws 
which have been expounded and sustained by 
proper Supreme Courts. Any other course is to 
substitute guess-work for legitimate decision; 
the rule of mob for ordinary processes of law; 
the control of a House of Representatives 
whose days are numbered for the determination 
made by the people themselvesin due and regu- 
lar form, chosen by themselves. Passion and 
prejudice will wear themselves out in time;

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A CHEMIST’S VIEWS. 
T the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Feb. 9.—For some time back much 
has been written in your columns relating to the 
use of blue glass for the cure of disease. The 
exact object to be attained by the originators of 
this scheme by advertising through the papers 
in this manner is not evident on the face, unless 
it be notoriety. But with this matter I have 
nothing to do, onl® premising that I believe 
there is some object to be attained beyond the 
mere benefiting of the public. 

The question of primary importance is this: 
Is there any advantage im the use of blue glass 
or any otber cologed glass in curing disease? It 
is a fact, without doubt. that these articles fe- 
ferred to will induce many of our intelligent 
citizens to put blue glass in their houses, taking 
it for granted that by so doing they will make 
them more healthy, and secure to themselves 
immunity from disease. But is it not strange 
that so many will act upon this matter without 
asking the why and the how about it? Now, be- 
cause I believe thak a great many will be in- 
duced to spend time and money on this thing, 
I shall depart from my usual custom and draw 
the attention of the public to the scientific as- 
pect of the matter through your columns. 1 
say contrary to my usual ‘custom, because it has 
been my experience that when a scientific man 
attempts to critcise any of the numerous 
exceedingly unsc entific productions dealt out 
so lavishly by our newspapers day after day, he 
is almost certain to be reviled and insulted by 
some conceited correspondent who knows abso- 
lutely nothing about the subject. This I doubt 
not ig one great reason hy men of good solid 
information make so ttempts to correct 
erroneous statements in the papers. 

But now to the subject in hand: Iam per- 
fectly willing to admit that in certain cases 
blue or other colorei ligats might be employed 
to advantage in the treatment of disease. I ad- 
mit this not because I have seen any evidence 
on this —— to the effect that disease has 
been successfully treated in this manner, but 
simpiy from a priori considerations. The only 
justification I offer for this admission is the 

t that colored lights certainly do affect the 
nerves of people and animals. As a single 
instance of this, I call to mind the well-known 
use of the red cloth toincite the rage of the wild 
bull in the Spanish arena. While some colors 
are exciting in their action upon the nerves, 
others may be found quicting or soothing. It 
is therefore not unreasonable to suppose that 
colored lights might be found of use in the 
treatment of insane persons or in certain uerv- 
ous diseases. It seems to me that I have some- 
where read an article which goes into this mat- 
ter to some extent, but lam unable to recall it 
now. 

But as regards the cure of such diseases as 
some of your correspondents mention in this 
connection, such, e. g., as phthisis, lung com- 
plaints generally, dropsy, dyspepsia, rheuma- 
tism, by the use of blue glass, I do not hesitate 
for a moment to say that it is all bumbueg. 
This is a very arbitrary manner of disposing of 
such testimony as has been brought forward in 
support of the blue glass, to be sure. But look 
at the justification. In the first place, as to the 
value of this testimony from a scientific stand- 
point. It is worthless, and for this reason: Not 
one of these experimenters has giveu us any ac- 
count of the comparative value of direct sun- 
light through cle r white glass and through 
blue glass. Therefore 1 submit to any ta:r- 
minded man that absolutely no evidence has 
been offered indicating that the blue giass has 
in any way improved the value of sunlight in 
the treatment of these diseases. This also shows 
us that these gentlemen, honest, and keen, aud 
reliable as they are in business, are not to be 
trusted to make scientific observations, because 
thev lack the necessary training which such an 
observer must nave before he can distinguish 
between the real and apparent cause of an 
effect. 

There is nothing derogatory in this, for they 
have simply overlooked certain sources of error, 
because they are not trained in scientific obser- 
vation, which a scientific man could not possibly 
overlook. Thus, as before stated, all this evi- 
dence is worthless from our present standpoint, 
and we may justly say, also, that we cannot ad- 
mit that the alleged cures afe sufficiently well- 
authenticated to be accepted as evidence of the 
value of the blue-giass treatment. 

, Going now one step furtner, let us look at the 
character of this blue light as compared with 
common sunlight. Sun ight is made up of heat 
rays, luminous rays, and chemical rays. When 
this light is passed through a prism it is decom- 
posed and the different rays are separated from 
each other. forming a spectrum, in which the 
beat rays are most intense at one end, and from 
this end we pass through the colors red, orange, 
yellow, n, blue, indigo, violet, then through 
the dark chemi rays. Now, if we take a 
iece of blue glass and examine this spectrum 
hrought it we find that we can see only a single 
portion of it, viz. : the blue. That is, the blue glass 
shuts out entirely the red, and the green, and 
the yellow, and violet, so that we cannot see 
them while the olue passes through. Now, 
what do we learn from this? Two 
t First, the blue glass is incapable of add. 
ing any blue light to the amount always present 
in the sunlight; otherwise it would allow us to 
see some portion of the spectrum other than the 
blue which would appear biue also through the 
glass. Second, that the value of the blue glass in 
treating the diseases last mentioned, as com- 
with the sunlight, lies not in the blue rays 
transmitted, but in the absence of the red, and 
yellow, and green, and violet. I submit, then, to 
any scientific man, or to any man who is capa- 
ble of understan these facts, that it is not 
the blue ray that cures disease, but the red, or 
yellow, or or violet, that aggravates the 
disease. uch being the case, as it undoubtedly 
must be, it does no more good to expose a foot, 
or a hand, or ahead, or any other part of the 
body to tue direct blue light to effect the cure. 
All that ts ssary is to shut out these 
the room, since the blue ray 
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downward direction for twenty minutes, more 
or less.

They also heard the 
hymn, and saw the box, and the magnet, and 
the wire, and were beside themselves with de- 
light at this triumph of science. 

The one directly responsible for the fright of 
the operator, the gratification of Mr. Sum- 
mers, and the setting of Milwaukee by the 
ears is 

MR. ELISHA GRAY, 

the inventor of the telephone, and the gentle- 
man who was manipulating the instrument was 
Mr. W. M. Goodridge, who was at the office of 
— Western Union Telegraph Company in this 
city. 
Mr. Gravy, in connection with Mr. Goodridge, 
has been hard at work since 1873 developing the 
telephone, and he has made such progpess as to 
insure the accomplishment of his object,—the 
sending of W messages over one wire at the 
same time. The musical feature, not as yet 
developed to its full extent, is simply a novelty, 
—evidence of what can be done. What may 
come out of it, Mr. Gray does not know, since 
the instrument is capable of eiaboration. 
Already, though the telephone, as at present 
constructed, is not specially adapted for it, har- 
mony can be sent as well as melody. 

The invention may be said to consist of 

THREE PARTS. 
One is trangmission of simple melody, which 
is received Loon a macnet; anotner ist he 
transmission of either chords or discords,— 
composite tones,—which can all be received on 
a single instrument; and the third is receiving 
on instruments that analvze the tones and pick 
out the one to which each instrument is attuned. 
This is the valuable jeature,—the ability to trans- 
mit composite tones simultaneously, each tone 
passing over the wire at a certain vibration and 
preserving its individuality at the receiving end, 
and thus enabling the operator to hear the tone 
which his box is designed to receive. 

THE SENDER. 

The sending instrument, if the term is per- 
missible, is virtually an electrical organ. It con- 
sists of reeds made of steel, tuned in the ordi- 
nary way to the musical scale, and these reeds 
are kept in vibration by means of galvanic bat- 
teries. When the operator begins to play on the 
keys, the whole series of reeds are started and 
begin vibrating, and the noise made is deafening 
when the doors of the organ are open. A green 
baize covering on the inside deadens the sound 
when they are shut, and nothing can then 
be heard. The keys close the main cir- 
cuit through their corresponding reeds, and 
sound the notes, which vibrate the line. The 
instrument now in use bas sixteen notes, and 
any tune can be played that comes witain that 
compass. It is unlike anv musical instrument, 
except as to the attuning of the reeds. 

THE RECEIVER. 

The receiver is a wooden box, a large one for 
alow note anda small one for a high note, 
varying in size from cight inches long 8 four 
wide to two feet by one and a quarter. On the 
top, fastened securely, isa magnet, to which 
are attached the in and out wires. The 
armatoure mounted on the magnet is fixed rigid- 
ly at one end, and is made to vibrate in front 
of the other pole. The magnet will give off 
any tone, and the box which is attuned to the 
particular sender wil) take up the note and 
resound it. 

THE PRINCIPLE, 
in Mr. Gray’s words, is this: 

“Tf I send a sound along a line which vibrates 
128 times a second, and at the other end puta 
box which is adjusted to that rate, so that if 
excited mechanically it will produce that note, 
it will pick up the note as it comes over the 
wire and respond to it, and to no other rate of 
vibration. If two messages are to be sent an- 
other transmitter can be putin, tuned to the 
rate of 200 vibrations, and at the other end a re- 
ceiver corresponding toit. Thus you can mul- 
tiply transmitters and receivers almost indefi- 
nitely. A tone will always go to A box, and 
B tone to B box, etc. heoretically, we 
are limited only by the number of distin-t notes 
that be received. tically, we do not 
know what the limit will be. Sixteen tones 
have been sent—more than will brobably ever 
be necessary on any one line. The fine adjust- 
ment of the instrument required will be apt to 
limit the number. Eight messages for a long 
line will perhaps be the maximum sent and re- 
ceived at one time. We are now experimenting 
with a view of equipping a line between here 
and Buffalo.“

What the Files of the United States 
Court Say of Him. 


He Proposes to Run for the Council This 
Spring, but Is Ineligible. . 


The Oharter Provision and His Own Con- 
fessions Disqualify Him, 


Everybody knows Hildreth, ex-Ald. Hildreth, 
and those who don’t know him have most as- 
suredly heard of the great Demosthenes, who 
im the height of his prosperity and popularity 
Was wont to murder the Queen’s English and 
run wind-mills in the Cagncil Chamber on Mon- 
day nights. When a combination of crcum- 
stances, chiefly engineered by officers of the 
United States Government, compelled Hildreth 
to suddenly leave the bosom of his admiring 
constituents, as it were, and fly to the pro- 
tection of the Union Jack, the same 
which it was hoisted in Windsor, Canada, 
about one mile east of American territory, 
the tax-payers rejoiced, and man y of them were 
not slow to pray that his life might be long in 
the exile he had chosen. But Hildreth would 
not stay away. The sleepy denizens of Windsor 
were infected with that old-fashioned sort of 
honesty which regarded fugitives as being sus- 
picious characters, and did not enter into his 
scheme for supplying the city with gas. In sol- 
itude he pined, and, unlike Zimmerman, he 
found no pleasure in it. Last fall he returned to 
Chicago, the only city in which a combination 
like unto him could hope for existence. And now, 
as the whee! of local politics begins in its revolu- 
tion to emerge from tne obscurity in which it 
has lain for the past four or five months, the 
unabashed Hildreth begins to loom up. He is 


the Monsieur Tonson of the ward in which he 
resides. 

The casual visitor to the city may ask 

WHO ts HILDRETH; 

none of its inhabitants ever do. Years ago he 
was an employe at one of the elevators, a sort 
of check-clerk. On the o ization of the 
Board of Trade Battery early in the recent un- 
pleasantness he became a member, and par- 
ticipated in its brilliant career in the South and 
Southwest. On being mustered out of 
service be returned to the city and 
resumed his elevator connections. He 
drifted into ward politics. made himself 
solid at ward meetings, and awoke one morning 
to find himself famous. He had been elected 
Alderman the day before. This was in 1869. 
For two years he beld this office. At the elec 
tion in 1871, a local fight was made against him, 
and he failed to secure a re-election. In the 
fall of 1373 he espoused the cause of the hybrid 
alliance known as the People’s party, and for 
the second time was carried into an Aldermanic 
chair, very much as a ship finds a lodging piace, 
alter haying navigated for an hour or two a 
muddy gutter, which has been swollen by an 
April shower. On the accession of Colvin to 
the Chief Magistracy Hildreth became 
his active supoorter, and in a short 
time became the lea.er of the friends of 
the administration. It was Hildreth, 
who engineered things 80 as to deprive 
the people of their rigut to elect a Mayor at the 
se election last spring; ft was Hildreth 
who helped mainly to put upthe job whereby 
the present charter was forced upon the city; it 
was Hildreth who 1 Colvin in his acts 
of usurpation, after the people had emphatically 
passed a vote of want of confidence, when they 
elected Mr. Hoyne to the highest municipal 
office in their giit; and finally it was Hildreth, 
who, while an Alderman, was guilty of defraud- 
ing the National Government out of thousands 
of dollars. 0 

Some time in the fall of 1878 or in the spring 
of 1874 Hildreth received a commission as an 

INTERNAL REVENUE GAUGER. 

This, it is stated, but not absolutely vouched 
for, was procured for him through the kindly 
offices of Jake Rehm, to whom he was useful in 
working things for railroad, gas, and other cor- 
poratious through the Council. The reading 
public is aware that “lightning struck” the 
whisky interests in May, 1875. There was a 
general seizure of distilleries, and an almost 
universal decapitation of revenue officials at 
that time. Frauds ‘involving millions of dol- 
lars had been discovered, and among those who 
had anything directly or indirectly with the 
whisky trade it was easier to determine the 
guilty than the innocent. Hildreth was amon 
those whose official heads were taken off. 
He protested his innocence at all —— 


he was the pink of propriety, and nothing cou! 


induce him to sully the Aldermanic toga with 
which the too-confiding citizens of his ward had 
invested him. : 

Feb. 11, 1876, was a black-letter day in the 
career of James H. Hildreth. On that day a 
Grand Jury, composed of honest country gen- 
tlemen, who believed in calling stealing by its 
right name, came into the District Court, and 
5 — a huge roll of paper to the Court.

INDICTMENT AGAINST JAMES H. HILDRETH, 
and embraced only twenty counts, of which the 
following is a synopsis: 

The first count sets forth the fact that Hildreth 
was, July 7, 1874, a Gauger at the Chicago Alco- 
hol Works, and that in such capacity he unlawfally 
and — r permitted Hermann J. Pahlman 
and David G. Rush to remove 10. 000 proof gallons 
of distilled spirite without payment of the tax.

The fourth count continues to deal with Hiidreth 
asa Gauger atthe Illinois Distilling Company's 
pines. and states that on the lst of January. 1895, 

e unlawfully and designedly permitted certain 
unknown —— to remove 10,000 proof gallons 
of distilled spirits wilhout payment of the tax. 

The fifth count shows Hildreth in the role of 
Gauger at Dickinson, Abel & Co. W distillery, April 
20, 1875, and charges that he unlawfully and neg- 
ligently permitted certain unknown persons to re- 
move 10, 000 proof gallons of distilled spirits with- 
out payment of tax. 

The sixth count recites that on the 10th of April. 
1875, Hildreth was at the same distillery, and that 
he committed the same offense, the amount of 
spirits being the same, 10,000 proof gallons. 

In the seventh count Hildreth turns up ase 
Gauger at the Lake-Shore Distillery, May 5, 1874, 
and is charged with unlawfally and negligently

NEGOTIATIONS FOR HIS RETURN. 
Stories were in circulation that unless things 
were fixed so he could come back and escape 
the penalty of imprisonment, he would turn 
squealer and divulge all the schemes and tricks 
he had ever been engaged in during 
manic career. Whether or not he ever had any 
serious intention of doing so is not known with 
any devree of certainty, but csrtain it is that the 
ramor of his intention to do so was 
of good fruit. His brother visited W 
Promineht politicians, either through fear or 
sympathy, contribu their valuable aid, and 
an arrangement was finally entered into by 
which he was accorded pone to return and 
roam at will, on condition of the payment of a 
fine of $3,000 and the costs of prosecution. It 
was further that sentence of imprison- 
ment should be entered up nst him, but 
never carried into effect, as a Presidential par- 
don had been arra for. The full sentence 
has never been formally pronounced, nor 
has any of . except accidentally, been 
spread upon the records of the Court. 
in accordance with this arrangement Hildreth 
ae 18 from Canada, and arrived here on 
Se 16, after an absence of almost three 
months. He wasthe recipientof an almost 
kingly ovation at the hands of his political 
cronies; and the “bummers,’”’ whose moral 
sense of right and wrong has become 80 
blunted that illegitimate gains, the result of 
fraud and perjury, are to them synonomous 
with shrewdness, were not slow to e 
the right hand of fellowship, and set em up 
with a frequency which baffles the multiplica- 
tion-table to decipher. A week later, Hilareth, 
with the air of a man engaged in an ordinary 
business enterprise, visited the Government 
building, and fulfilled bis portion of the agree- 
ment.

Once a month the Gaugers were by law re- 
quired to furnish a statement of the work done 
by them, and to this statement was 
an affidavit, reciting that it was a true and 
faithfal account of the work performed, and 
that neither he nor any member of his family 
has received, either personally or by the inter- 
vention of another party, any money or com- 
pensation of any description whatever, nor an 
promises for the same, either directly or 
rectly, for services rendered or to be rendered 
or acts performed or to be performed in connec- 
tion with the Interval Revenue.” 

In Hildreth, who at the time he was a Gauger 
represented the Seventh Ward in the City Coun- 
cil, is witnessed the spectacle of a man who, as

THE SOUTH PARK LAND FRAUD. 

The public have noticed that Senator 
en has introduced a bill in the Legis- 
latere to abolish the present Board of South 
Park Commissioners, and provide for a new 
Board of Commissioners, to be appointed by 
the Governor and Senate. The public do 
not, perhaps, understand the real reason for 
this proposed legislative revolution. 

It will be remembered that included in 
one of the South Parks is a tract of land 
¢ighty acres or more, which, when taken, was 
under water and had only a remote specu- 
lative value. The owners and all others 
interested in this land have, by proceedings 
in the courts, been endeavoring for sev- 
eral years to compel the Park Commissioners 
to pay for this land at prices ranging from 
$7,000 to $10,000 an acre. Once they ob- 
tained a verdict for something like $6,000 an 
ere, which verdict was promptly set aside 
by the courts. After a long siege, the par- 
ties interested have reached the conclusion 
that the chances for getting $7,000 an acre 
for the tract of swamp land are pretty 
desperate, so they have resorted to legislation. 
The Park Commissioners have resolutely re- 
sisted the extortionate demand, and have 
stood between these claimants and the pub- 
lic who are to be taxed to pay this 
demand; and therefore, between courts and

THE CONTINENTAL’S NEW RECEIVER TO BE 10 
NORED. 

The New York Deputy-Superintendent of In- 
esnrance, Mr. McCall, announces that his Depart- 
ment will not recognize Mr. Grace, the new Re- 
ceiver. The Attorney-General will apply for a 
Receiver as if Judge Pratt had not acted in the 
matter. This course is to be pursued because the 
insurance Department consider it desirable to test 
the question whether a Receiver could be legally 
appointed on the application of a stockholder. 
The Department held that what the State created 
the State alone could destroy. Mr. Mc@all bas the 
ingenuity to remark that he doesn’t want the Com- 
pany's affairs to get beyond the reach of the De- 
partment. What good has it done to have them 
within reach of the Department! It was while 
they were in that status that the Company was 
gutted. 

CNFORTUNATE SPECULATION IN RAILROADS BY 
THE CITY or PORTLAND, MB. 

The citizens of Portland, Me., have made à very 
unfortunate investment im railroads. In 1867 the 
city voted 700, 000 to the Portiand & Rochester 
Railroad, and a similar sum to the Portland & Og- 
densburg Road. One step along this dangerous 
course led to another, and the city is now inform- 
ed by an Investigating Commission, appeinted by 
the Mayor, that it has incurred an indebtedness of 
$4, 109,864. This is unsecured, or secured only by 
the bonds of the roads, —collateral from which the 
Commission think very little can be realized. This 
debt is 13 per cent on the valuation of the city, and 
@ per capita indebtedness of $114 for every man, 
woman, and child in Portland. 

LIFE INSURANCE IN OHIO, 

The people of Ohio paid $4, 796, 232 in premiums 
last year to the life insurance companies doing 
business in that State. Of this sum all but $381, 422 
was paid to foreign companies. In Ohio there are two 
State and forty-six foreign companies. The Cin- 
cinnati Gazetle accepts as correct the estimate of 
experts that of these only twelve are sound. It 
calculates that there are about thirty companies 
collecting money for insurance that will not in- 
eure. The amount of policies in force Dec. 31, 
1875, was $144,001,377. All these explosive 
companies have the certificate of the State Super- 
intendent of Insurance that they are good. 

THE ST. LOUIS LIFE INSURANCE TROUBLE. 

The application made for a Receiver for the Co- 
lambia Life of St. Louis, to be accompanied by an 
order for the discontinuance of business and the 
dissolution of the Company was not based on any 
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last y 


allegations of fraud, bu. on the fact that the assets | 


of the Company have become so much depreciated 
in value that furthercontinuance in business would 
be injudicious and unsafe. The principal item is 
the @ecreased value of real estate; the Company 
has had to buy in some $300,000 worth of real 
estate the last few months, on which it held deeds 
of trust created by its predecessors, and the pres- 
ent value of the property so purchased is in many 
instances much less than the amounts loaned. Mr. 
John T. Douglass, the indicted President of the 
Columbia Life, is charged with ‘‘feloniously, Wil- 
fully, and falsely ’’ subscribing a false, felonious, 
and corrupt affidavit,"’ as to the condition of the 
Company. Mr. Douglass’ defense is that the re- 
port was prepared by the actuary and that he signed 
it asa matter of form. Are we to infer that swin- 
dling the public has been reduced in St. Louis toa 
mere matter of form? 
HEAVY LOSSES OF CONNECTICUT BANKS. 

The Farmers’ & Mechanics’ National Bank of 
Hartford, Conn., ‘has lost $400,000 to $500, 000, 
most of it through loans made on insufficient secu- 
rity by its President, John C. Tracy. Bank Com- 
missioner Mygatt has begun an examination. The 


Cashier says the loss will sweep away the surplus, 


but will not impair the capital, or prevent the 
bank from continuing in business. The First Na- 
tional, of Hartford, last month had a somewhat 
similar experience, which resulted in the election 
of a new President. The Connecticut River Bank- 
ing Company lately had to overhaul its Directors, 
write off a lot of worthless paper, and make a new 
start.

The old saying that ‘‘figures won't lie is itself 
a lie. They not infrequently tell a story—in @ 
different way to that in which the author intended 
it to be told; and sometimes the lie is most com- 
plete when they tell what he did intend them to 
eay. 

First, the average of the several statements 
quoted in these columns as made by authority in 
regatd to the British consumption of wheat last 
year, is 175, 400, 000 bushels—errors excepted. 

Second, the subsequently-given figures, given 
as provision statietics, show a fearful state of 
things, if true. They show that we packed 19, 323 
hogs during the past week, shipped some 405, 000 
Ibs more lard than we received, and had 4, 721 tes, 
of 320 lbs each, more in store at the end of the 
week than at the beginning. Comparing these 
figures, we find that each hog must have furnished 
about 100 Ibs of lard, and it was a poor week for 
lard hogs at that. 

They say, too, that about 1,000 tes of lard are 
on the way here from St. Louis. 

It is suggested by some parties in the provision 
trade that the present rules of the Board of Trade, 
allowing operators to call for margins to value and 
10 per cent beyond, places a tremendous power in 
the hands of men who have abundance of capital, 


rendering them able to squeeze out men from the | 


other side to theirs almost at pleasure. It is 
claimed that 5 per cent above or below the value 
determined under the rules would be sufficient 
protection to the one, and much less injurious to 
the other. Margins have been called right and 
left during the recent decline, and many lots 
forced to sale in consequence, which otherwise 
would have been held for a favorable turn in 
prices. | 

A telegram from a prominent grain firm in New 
York says: ‘‘Black-Sea wheat, April and May, 
steamer shipment, selling in England equal to 
$1.20 here for Chicago No. 2 spring.” 

The Chicage produce markets were generally 
tame on Saturday, and most of them were easier, 
with few outside orders either to buy or to sell, 
leaving the course of affairs to be largely controlled 
by ‘*home talent.”

Teas, rices, spices, and sugare were 
firm. Trading in dried fruite was tiberal 
for the season, and both domestic and imported 
varieties were held at fully previous figures. Fish 
are meeting with an increasing demand, and are 
firm. In the butter and cheese markets no changes 
were developed. There was a quiet oil market, 
and aside from an advance in extra lard-oil of 2c, 
there was no change im values.

MUSIC. 
AT HOME. 
THE MUSICAL COLLEGE CONCERT. 

The only musical events of the week were the 
annual concert of the Chicago Musical College, 
given at McCormick’s Hall on Thursday even- 
ing, and the testimonial concert to Mr. Alfred 
Wilkie, the tenor, who leaves this week for 
Boston, given at Standard Hall on Friday even- 
ing. The Musical College concert was attended 
by an immense audience which filled every seat 
in the great nall, thus showing atthe outset 
that there is very decided and widespread pop- 
ular interest in this institution. The pro- 
gramme was made out with good 
taste. Although the performers were few and 
and their numbers long, they were test pieces 
of the pupils’ proficiency. The instrumental 
numbers were the Reineke Concertstueck,“ 
op. 83 (Miss Emily Haskell); the Hiller con- 
certo, op. 60 (Miss Mary Wishard); and the 
Moscheles concerto, op. 58 (Miss Clara Waters). 
We do not include the Mendelssohn concerto 
for violin, performed by Mr. Buisseret, as we be- 
lieve he is a teacher in the college. The vocal num- 
bers were an aria trom Meyerbeer’s “ Crusaders 
in Egypt” (Miss Lizzie Foresman), an aria from 
Wallace’s Lurline“ (Miss Alice Lans- 
den), and an aria from “Aida” (Miss 
Emma Roemheld). Before alluding in detail to 
the performances of the evening, it should be 
observed that the periormers labored under 
numerous obstacles, which may be classified 
somewhat as follows: I. The inevitable nerv- 
ousness of amateurs singing or playing before a 
large and not over-quiet audience; 2. The ac- 
companiments of an orchestra which was about 
as bad as bad can be; 3, A hard, metallic piano 
Which could not be expected to yield much 
music, even under Essipoff’s fingers. Making 
these allowances, the concert was cer 
tainly a very creditable affair, and is 
a matter for congratulation among the 
friends of the young ladies who took part in it 
and the mauagers of the institution where they 
are studying. It would be a most ungracious 
task to take these performers, who are still in 
their studies, and are in no sense professional 
singers or players, and pick them to pieces. It 
will be mote pleasant to applaud their merits 
and charge their deficiencies, in at least, to 
the bad work of the orchestra. Mae Urst vocal 
numbef on the programme was a long 
and somewhat trying sens and aria from 
Meyerbeer’s forgotten opera of “ The Crusaders 
in Egypt,” sung by Miss Lizzie Foresman, the 


display hér voice to good effect. 
Miss Emily Haskell in the Reinecke Concert- 
stueck, and Miss Clara Waters in the trving 
Moscheles Concerto acquitted themselves very 
creditably for young players, although the 
latter young lady had to contend with the 
rudeness of large numbers of the audience who 
left their seats while she was playing, and com- 
menced rushing for the stairs, thus keeping tne 
hall in an uproar and confusion. The instru- 
mental success of the concert was Miss Wish- 
ard’s performance of the Hiller Concerto. The 
young lady has a very musica] touch, a good 
technique, correct time, and clear ideas of ex- 
pression. It is all the more to her credit thas 
she succeeded so well against the slov- 
enly orchestral accompaniment, which would 
have confused a less self-reliant player. 
She gives rich promise for the future. For tbe 
orchestra’s part in the programme there is no 
excuse to be made. Mag Egmont overture, 
familiar as it is, was shockingly played, and the 
accompaniments were equally bad. Incorrect- 
ness or ignorance of the scores might be ac- 
counted for by an insufficiency of rehearsal, but 
there is no excuse to be offered for players who 
cannot.even get their instruments in tune. As a 
whole, the concert was a pleasant success,—the 
success being limited to the pupils, as we have 
stated,—and it shows that the Musical College is 
doing a good work for music in the city. 
THM WILKIE FAREWELL CONCERT. 
A concert in the nature of a testimonial and 
a farewell to Mr. Alfred Wilkie, the tenor, 
who leaves Chicago for Boston this week to take 
achoir position in the First Unitarian Charch 
of that city, took place on Friday evening at 
Standard Hall, and was well attended. The 
general order of the first programme was some- 
what interfered with by the absence of Messrs. 
Holmes and Barnes, of the Quaker City Quar- 
tette, and by the indisposition of Mrs. Watrous, 
the contralto, but after some delay the concert 
was set a-going,and the first part went 
through smoothly. Mr. Wilkie, the bene- 
ficiary, sang Hatton's Good By,. Sweetheart,” 
very creditably, and foran encore Molloy’s

Grand Rapids, Mich., who made her debut here 
on this occasion. The second part of the pro- 
gramme was devoted to selectiong from 
“Sonnamhbula,” sung by Miss Miller, Mr. 
Wilkie, and Mr. norr, in costume, with 
1 accompaniment by Mr. Carozzi. Miss 
iller has a high soprano voice, and when we 
have said this we have said about all we can con- 
scientiously. She issimply anatural singer with

The limited scenic resources oi 
the Standard Hall stage, the bad and inaccurate 
costumes, the crude action and bad singing

Boston, Feb. 7.—Charles Lamb, when he 
walked through a grave-yard once and noted all 
the records, asked, with sly quaintness, 

„Where be all the bad people buried“ 
When one is confronted with the facts which 
every now and: then utterly demolish some fine 
sensational story that has had the run of the 
country, one is inciined to paraphrase quaint 
Charles Lamb and Inquire. Where be all the 
story-tellers punished?’ And one might also 
ask, Where do all the stories me from?’— 
stories I mean that haven’t a shadow of 
foundation, afoot to standon. Andall this 
apropos of the fine story about Tennyson and 
Longfellow,—the story that Tennyson refused to 
allow Mr. Longfellow to use any of his poems 
in the volumes of English collections,—the 
Poems of Places,—and that Mr. Longfellow, 
coolly ignoring this refusal, helped himself to 
the Laureate’s rhythmic treasures. When this 
stay was at its height of—well, I think I may 
say of its popularity with the dear greedy 
public, I met the Cambridge poet’s brother, 
Mr. Samuel Longfellow, and asked him if it was 
true. He had not then hadan opportunity to 
ask his brother, he replied, but. he would do so 
when next he saw him, though all the while he 
felt sure that there could be notruthinit. In 
the meantime the little tale sped briskly on, de- 
fying the contradictions that now and then met 
it, until presently it disappeared from the 
newspaper columns and died out of conversa- 
tion, simply because it was worn rusty and 
threadbare. A few days ago, in a friend’s par- 
lor, I came across Mr. Samuel Longfellow 
and the Tennyson matter, which had 


slipped my mind, is recalled by Mr. Longfel-. 


low’s referring to the subject. He had inter- 
viewed“ Mis brother to the following effect: 
There wasn’t the smallest ray of a reason, the 
least thread of a foundation, for

during that mysterious interval after the 
duel, equaily belong to the Munchausen kind of 
fabrications. And with such exploding of the 
gossip bubbles, still the wonder grows where 
the gossip comes from, or at least who tells the 
first lie, or gives the suggestion of the lie. 

But speaking of Longfellow and his “Poems 
of Places suggests a literary criticism upon 
the last issue just out,—the volumes of 
“ France,”—and this, that in all the collections 
none show amore careful research, or are so 
valuable to the English reading public, as these 
upon France. The gist of the criticism lies in 
the fact that there are many out-of-the-way 
poems, translations, etc., which the English 
reading public would nos de likely to uneagth 
foritself. Beranger’s are, of course, almost 
every reader's property, from their fre- 
quency of quotation; but there are others, nota- 
bly the old ** Mariboro’ has Gone to Battle, and 
some of the baliads of Brittany, and 
Costello's translations. They are to be found, 
it is true, in other books, but not easily. No 
collection was ever yet made, however, that did

I looked for it in both France and Ireland, 
and vainly.

MR. TOOTH DECLARED IN CONTEMPT. 

The London papers of Monday, Jan. 15, con- 
tain the decision of Lord Penzance t the 
Rev. Arthur Tooth, Rector of Si. James’ 
Church, Hatcham, as well as reports of an out- 
door meeting held near the church, and of the 
services on Sunday, the 14th inst. On Saturday 
the Dean of the Arches (Lord Penzance) held a 
court in the public library of Lambeth Palace. 
Dr. Stephens, Q. C., and Mr. Benjamin Shaw 
+ for the promoters of the suit against 

r. Tooth. The reverend gentleman was not 
represented, nor did he deign to put in an ap- 
pearance. Lord Penzance, after hearing argu- 
ment, gave a lengthy decision, in which he pro- 
nounced Mr. Tooth contumacious, and in con- 
tempt for disobeying the injunction issued by 
the court, and directed the judgment to be sig- 
nified to the Court of Chancery, with a view 
his imprisonment. The decision concluded as 
tolles: 

Mr. Tooth, therefore, denies the authority of the 
only existing courts in the Kingdom who, subject 
to appeal, have any power to review and correct his 

roceedings, and 1 cannot, consequently, regard 

is claim to immunity from the judgments and 
orders of this Court as anything short of a claim 
to be himself the judge of the ritual which the 
rayer-book has prescribed. If so, there is noth- 
ng that know of to prevent him from a still 
further approach to the ritual of the unreformed 
Church of Rome, if he can perevade himself that 
the language of the prayer-book admits of it. 
With regard to the supposed libels on the Court, to 
which Dr. Stephens has referred, the Court would, 
I think, be hypereriticalif it saw in anything that 
he said a hbel uponit.

Mrs. Van Cott illustrated the deatn 
struggles of Lazarus, and then she showed how 
the angels took Lazarus in their arms and car- 
ried him to Heaven. She st and made a 
gesture as of raising Lazarus from the ground, 
and bearing him away. In vivid language she 
described the beggar looking down from Heaven 
into Hell, and seeing the rich man begging for 
water to cool his parched tongue. 

At the close of her sermon an old-fashioned 
hym was sung, and an invitation was given for 
the anxious ones to go to the altar. many 
went forward that there was not room for 
them around the altar raijing. The number of 
converts made by Mrs. Van Cott’s preaching 
was increased to nearly 600. Many of the con- 
verts were taken into the Church on probation. 
In addition to the meeting deid in the 
church proper, an overfiow meeting was 
held in the vestry, and Mrs. Van Cott divided 
her attentidn between the two meetings. After 
a coilection, $500 was preseuted to Mrs. Van 
Cott as a reward for her “labors in the Lord’s 
vineyard.”’
